Farmers should make every effort 


lr> protect the quality of their herds 
and flocks when drouth conditions 
make culling necessary. W. R. Hor- 
lacher, head of the department of an- 
mial industry. University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture declares. 


The farmer who is forced to sell a 


part of his livestock on account of 
the drouth is often tempted to sell his 
fattest animals and those which arc. 
the best Individuals because they will 
bring (he highest price oh the market. 
The farmer who does this will find 
that lie has done away in u short time 
with whatever pjppress, he 'may have 
made in breeding'up "his" herd' or flock 
during the past several years. 


Constructive livestock breeding is a 


JB. lifetime occupation. Thc man who 
^V 
disposes of his best, animals whenever 
adverse conditoins arise cannot hope 
for success. The best herds have few 
enough tops and too many tailendors. 


On the other hand, Mr. Harlachcr 


points out, forced culling during the 
drouth may be very profitable if it is 
done from the bottom up. Intelligent 
elimination of the poorest animals is 
a wise practice at al! times. Whenever 
culling is practiced, it should be from 
the bottom instead of from the top. 
Furthermore, when prices are low, 
the spread on the market is not great, 
the poorer animals nearer to the tops 
than when prices are high. 


Minerals Needed 


Serious cattle losses 
common in 


drouth years may be avoided through 
the'use of mineral mixtures. 


Farmers in the drouth area in 1934 


experienced much trouble in their 
cattle, both beef ant! dairy, and in 
many cases losses were heavy. Some 
of the symptoms were low bitalily, in- 
ability to handle feed and impactiun, 
small, weak calves dropped, broken 
bones and partila paralysis. 


Al! of. these may actually but not 


always be attributed to a deficiency of 
minerals in the ration, says V. L. 
Gregg, extension dairyman. 


Roughages thai are grown in a per- 


iod of drouth arc known to be lower 
in mineral content than the same type 
of roughage grown in normal year. 
Calcium phosphorus and chlorine are 
the essential minerals that are defi- 
cient. These may be easily and eco- 
nomically supplied by milking avail-

Ohio Crime Bureau 


Is Second to U. S. 


At London, Ohio, There 


Are Records of 2 Mil- 


lion Criminals 


LONDON, Ohio-(yP)-Aided by its 


"secret 21," by the largest state file 
of fingerprints in the United States 
and by masks of wanted men, Ohio's 
bureau of criminal identification and 
investigation carries on a continuous 
scientific battle against the under- 
world. 


Its record of 2,000,000 criminals ranks 


second to thc files of J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver's "G-men" at the federal bureau o£ 
investigation. And although the Ohio 
bureau has only three "O-men," it 
has an invaluable source of informa- 
tion of lawbreakers in the "secret 21." 


Organized two years ago as the Ohio 


crime control commission, the "secret 
21" is made up of representatives of 
various law enforcing agencies. But 
identities of the individuals never are 
disclosed. 


Bureau Chief Howard G. Robinson, 


who has been in crime detection work 
16 years, moreover, has developed the 
use of moulage in the identification 
work of the bureau and is regarded as 
an expert in its use. 


Moulage is used to mould life-like 


figures of body features of criminals- 
face masks, hands and the like— and 
to preserve imprints, such as foot- 
prints and tire marks. 


''Moulage," says Robinson, 
"offers 


another wall for thc criminal to scale 
in his losing battle against law and 
order." 


The Ohio bureau of criminal identi- 


fication and investigation, established 
in 1923, has its offices at the state 
prison farm near here. Bureau Chief 
Robinson is assisted by E. J. Yanti} 
and L. Hollingsworth.

* When the skin of the face is unus- 
ually greasy or dirty, it may be helped 
*ln many cases by steaming or by cov- 
'ering it with hot towels. In case the 
i^sfcin of the 
face is not especially 


•yjreasy. it may be kept soft simply by 


an 
occasional 
massage 
with 
cold 


cream. 


Modem cosmetic agencies are in- 


clined to emphasize the use of cold 
creams of various types and of vari- 
ous consistencies. Application of any 
cream to the face should usually be 
preceded by a thorough washing with 
warm \yater and soap. 


Creams should not be applied so 


often as to keep the face greasy, 
most cases application of a cream 
once a week is sufficient. 


For a skin that is especially dry. use 


of a toilet powder aids in prevention 
of damage. Daily use of creams with 
powder on top will incline, however, 
to clog the pores of the skin and may 
in the long run. damage it. 


Nowadays, there is a great tendency 


to expose the skin not only of the 
face, but of the rest of the body, to 
tanning by the sun. Most specialists 
are convinced that excessive exposure 
to the sun will damage the texture of 
the skin, making it coarser and dark- 
er, and, perhaps in older people, set- 
ting up processes of change which in 
the long run are quite harmful. 


This does not mean that we should 


avoid outdoor exposure of the skin to 
reasonable amounts of sun. It does 
mean that severe tanning and overex- 
posure to the sun will damage the 
skin, and in the long run injure the 
complexion.

Per- 
haps I will say it anyway, because I 
am almost superstitious enough to be- 
lieve that useless worry invites trou- 
ble. 


However, I don't class precaution 


with worry, so it may be well to re- 
'View a few things together. 


Keep Hands Away From Face 


Since 'infantile paralysis is still a 


mystery as to source, it is hard to say 
where to look for trouble. But this 
is known 
The germs enter through 


the nose and attack the nerves of the 
nasal passages and the head. This in 
itself is a valuable bit of information, 
because prevention can be used in a 
measure. 


Frequent washing of 
hands 
these 


clays is a good idea, and especially if 
children dig outdoors much, or play 
on the ground. Washing before meals 
is always good, but just now better 
still.. If a child has a habit of put- 
ting hands to face, or mouth or nose, 
be should be utterly discouraged in 
the practice. Handkerchifes should be 
tucked in small pockets and used ex- 
clusively by their owners. 


If one lives in a district where the 


water supply is under suspicion, it is 
wise tp boil it before using. This ap- 
plies to many diseases. Typhoid, of 
course, is the villain to beware of 
most alertly, where water is concern- 
ed. Better too early than too late, 
and that parent who is not sure, can 
at least sleep better if she knows she 
has taken the right precaution. 


Good Health Is Best Defense 


As for contagious diseases, I know 


of no better time than late summer or 
fall to keep the neighborly sniffler 
away. Or to keep our own small 
ccughers or sneezers at home. Or to 
segregate the member of the family 
who "does not feel'so well." Oh, yes, 
the chances are that it is just a cold, 
or a little sore throat; it is foolish to 
cry "wolf" for every small indisposi- 
tion and think the very worst. How- 
ever, even the child who has nothing 
more than a common cold should he 
banished from society. It may go 
easy with him but hard for the next 
fellow. 


Diseases are more contagious in their 


early stages, almost invariably, indeed, 
before diagnosed as dangerous, or in- 
nocent, as the case may be. But the 
child with a headache, a fever, sore- 
throat, stiff-neck, bad cough, extreme 
weariness, pain in the stomach, pain 
in legs or continued nausea, needs a 
doctor. I have mixed up symptoms of 
a number of things purposely. But 
they are storm signals and should be 
heeded. 


Don't let children get over-tired. 


Keep 
them out 
of night draughts. 


Change clothes with the thermometer. 
Keep up their general health, known 
as "defense." Defense either throws 
off disease or fights it well if it comes.

O matter who wins the coming election,

Can Poultry Culls 


The logical place for culls from the 


poultry flock is in containers on the 
pantry shelf. This is especially true 
right now when feed is scarce and 
expensive. 


Canning chicken is an easy job if a 


few simple rules are observed. In- 
structions for the process are given by 
Mrs. Ruby Mendenhull Smith, exten- 
sion economist in food preservation, 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. 


A steam pressure cooker must be 


used for safe sterilization. Put chick- 
ens in the coop for 24 hours !>efore 
they are killed, giving them plenty of 
water but no feed. 


It is better to dress the birds the 


day before canning if there is a cool 
safe place to store them. They should 
be killed and dressed at least 6 hours 
before, being sure they are well bled 
and thoroughly cooled. 


Remove all large bants- and pre- 


cook as desired. Add seasoning and 
pack hot into sterilized containers. 
Fill glass jars with boiling hot gravy 
or broth. Fill tin cans to within Vs 
inch of the tops, wipe off shoulder of 
jars, adjust rubber rings and covers 
and partially seal. 
Completely seal 


tin cans, place containers in the pres- 
sure cooker at once and process pint 
jars 70 minutes, quart jars 75 minutes, 
No. 2 tin cans 65 minutes and No. 3 tin 
cans 70 minutes at 15 pounds pressure. 


When canning in glass, allow the 


cooker to cool to zero, open 


the petcock, remove the cover and lift 
out the jars 
and 
completely seal.

No Nutrition Loss 


There is very little loss of nutritive 


value in canning meats, and the can- 
ned product 
is 
as 
nourishing as 


freshly cooked meats, according to 
Gertrude E. Conant, Extension Nu- 
tritionist. 


The nutritive value of all lean meals 


lies in their protein and mineral con- 
tent which does not vary much with 
the source. Lean beef, mutton, pork, 
and chicken are very similar in com- 


ition, with the exception that pork 


has more fat incorporated with the 
lean. 


Every ounce of canned meat is a 


source of valuable body building ma- 
terial, with its protein, iron, and other 
necessary minerals. Canned lean meat 
s also a source of vitamin G, the anti- 
pellagra vitamin. 


Another good source of protein is 


fish, either fresh, canned, or pickled. 
I'he proportion of protein in fish is 
very similar to that of lean meat. 


Salt water fish are extremely valua- 


ble for their iodine content. Iodine 
s an element which is often lacking in 
he soils of interior stales, and when 
the soil lacks iodine, the vegetables 
jrown on that soil are also lucking, 
Hiss Conant explained. 


Late Fall Vegetables 


The first signs of a shower will 


bring Hempstead county farm women 
out into the garden to plant late full 
vegetables. Some garden crops will 
come up and start growing in warm 
Weather and then mature after the 
weather has turned cold. 


To begin with the old stand-by, tur- 


nips, will do to plant at this time and 
will give considerable root growth bo- 
fore cold weather, providing fall rains 
are received. Siberian kale will make 
an abundance of growth before cold 
weather and will even stand consider- 
able snow without injury. Even rape 
will do for ".greens" and will with- 
stand considerable unfavorable weath- 
er. The cows and pigs will enjoy rape 
also. Beans may be planted until 6 
weeks before frost. 


The seed should be soaked in water 


over night to make them germinate 
quickly and start growing at once, 
Claude Woolsey, extension horticultur- 
ist, University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture, suggests. 


Turnips Valuable 


Turnips proved their worth as a 


drouth emergency food crop in 1930 to 
Arkansas farm women who planted 
hundreds of acres to the crop. The 
virtues of turnips from the standpoint j 
of nourishment are explained by Ger- 
trude E. Conant, extension nutrition- 
ist, University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture. 


The root turnip contains about six 


per cent of sugar and starch. The raw I 
turnip is a good source of vitamin C. j 
The cooked turnip has a fair supply j 
of vitamins A. B, and C.

are .subject to attacks of crown rust, 
redrust proof strains such as Fergu- 
son, Appier, Nortex and 100-bushel 
should be grown If it is the intention 
to grow the oats to maturity. There 
is a scarcity of seed of these winter 
oat varieties and the seed will likely 
be higher in price than the seed of 
spring oats. 


For those who need additional pas- 


turage, spring oats may .be used to 
cover some acreage in addition to the ; 
acreage planted in winter oats. The 
spring oats will furnish an abundant 
fall and winter pasture and should 
they be killed will have paid their 
way. However, if the winter is mild, 
they will grow and produce hay and 
seed nearly eqiiiil in value to that pro- 
duced by the more hardy 
strains. 


Spring varieties such 
as 
Fulghum. 


Kherson, Burl, Columbia, or whatever 
variety is available may be used for 
Jiis emergency pacture. 


If fall conditions approcah normal 


and if the oats are planted reasonably 
3ar!y an abundance of fall grazing will 
be obtained. While fall oats may be 
planted as late as September 20 in the 
northern part of the slate to October 
15 in the southern part, there is no 
reason why earlier planting can not 
be made and the amount of all pastur- 
age secured will no doubt be greater if 
the oats are planted in early Septem- 
ber. 


Seeds for Fall Planting 


In an attempt to overcome the ef- 


fects of feed shortage in the drouth 
counties and to extend the regular 
fall ond winter crops program, a list 
of available sources of seeds for fall 
planting has been prepared by J. H 
Heckmah, extension economist. Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture. 


This list includes both winter le- 


gumes, such as hairy vetch and Aus- 
trian 
winter grass, and such 
fall 


grains as rye, oats, wheat, and barley 
It also includes seeds for the fall and 
winter garden. Sources and quotations 
for both car lot and L. C. L. shipments 
are included. 


This list is available at the office of 


W. E. Mountcastle, county agent, and 
vocational agriculture instructors in 
the county, Individual farmers wish- 
ing lo order supplies of these seeds 
.or groups of farmers wishing to make 
.co-operative orders can get 
these 


sources and prices from Mr. Mount- 
castle, or their nearest vocational agri- 
culture instructor. 


Water Supply 


Hempstead county farmers are urg- 


ed to examine closely the water sup- 
ply in pasturies because in hot weath- 
er livestock need extra amounts for 
body comfort by W, E. Mountcastle, 
county agent.
